SME BURNED AT SEA 
SOORES LOOSE THEIR LIVES 


FISHGUARD, Eng, Oct. 11.—Fire 
in a raging storm in mide-Atlantie 
on Thursday destroyed the liner Vol- 
turno on her voyage from Rotterdam 
ta.New York,.with a ioss of life of 
either 136 or 236 of her passengers 
and crew. Ten other liners, called 
by wireless to the rescue, were stand- 
ing by, impotent to avert the tragedy 
in Seneedaence: of the mountainous 
seas. — 

Again the wireless played a lead- 
ing part in the drama. By its means 
and through the heroism of those 
who responded to the call, the lives 
of 521 of those on board the Vol- 
turno were saved. The vessel was 
Owned bythe Canadian Northérn 
Steamship Co., but had been. chart- 
ered to’the Uranium line.
